OF  THE 
REPUBLIC  OP  BRAZIL 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  THE  TRANSIT 'OF  PLANTS  AND  THEIR 
PRODUCTS  THROUGH  THE  NATIONAL  TERRITORY 

(Decree-Law  5.*+7S  of  May  12,  19U3) 

This  decree  prohibits  the  transit  of  the  plants  and  plant  products 
hereunder  named  through  the  regions  specified;  it  reouires  a  permit 
for  the  transit  of  those  articles  through  other  states;  and  it  cites 
the  pests  responsible  for  the  ordinances  applicable. 

Articles  Prohibited  Transit  Through  Specified  Regions, 
and  Pests  Responsible  for  Ordinances  Issued 

a.  Fresh  fruits,  seedlings-,  young  vines  and  fruit  tree  branches 
through  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  on  account  of  the  San  Jose  scale 
(AsTpidiotus  perniciosus  Comst.).   (Complementary  measures 
11/19/193^.  Art.  g,  item  a). 

b.  Coffee  (Coffea  spp.)  and  other  Rubiaceae  through  Paraiba  and 
Pernambuco  on  account  of  the  coffee  mealy  bug  (Rhizoecus 
coff eae  Laing) •   (Complementary  measures  11/19/19"^,  Art,  8, 
item  b) . 

c.  Banana  (Musa  spp.)  seedlings  and  pseudo  bulbs  through  San 
Paulo  on  account  of  the  Panama  disease  (Fusariun  oxysporium 

Schl.  var.  cubense  (E.F.Sm.)  Wr.).   (Complementary  measures 
ll/l?/!^,  Art.  g,  item  c.) 


*B.E.P.Q.  379  (Revised)  is  merely  the  original  B.E.P.Q.  379  issued 
July  19,  1935*  into  which  was  incorporated  the  information  contained 
in  Supplement  No.  1  issued  September  1,  193 6,  and  Supplement  No.  2 
issued  April  5»  193^»  As  this  action  was  taken  only  to  replenish 
supplies  of  the  summary,  no  general  distribution  of  the  revised 
circular  was  made.   The  above  supplement  may,  therefore,  also  be  con- 
sidered as  Supplement  No.  U  to  the  original  circular  by  those  who  do 
not  have  the  revised  circular. 
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d.  Citrus  spp.  tree's  arid  plants  through  Distrito  Federal  and 
bordering  municipal  districts  on  account  of  the  mealy  bug 
(Pseudococcus  comstocki  (Kuw. ))  and  sweet  orange  scab 
(Elsinoe  australis  Bitan.  &  Jenkins) k-  .  ( Complementary 
measures  11/19/1931*-, '  Art.  8,  item  d.  Ordinance  Ugg6  of 
10/17/1937). 

e.  Cacao-trees  (^nephroma  cacao)  Capuassuseiro,  etc.  through 
Amazonas,  Para  &  Territorio  do  Acre  on  account  of  the 
Witches'  broom  disease  (Marasmius  •perniciosus  Stahel.). 
(Ordinance  U20  dated  8/12/19U0) . 

f.  Manioc  and  Cassava-Hoot  (Hani hot  spp.)  through *Espiri to  Santo, 
Rio  de  Janeiro,  Distrito  Federal,  Parana,  Santa  Catarina,  Rio 
Grande  do  Sul,  Minas  G-erais,  &oias,  Mato  G-rosso  and  San  Paulo 
on  account  of  the  bacterial,  disease  (Bacillus  manihotus 
Arthaud.  &  Ber.).   (Ordinance  573  dated  10/30/19^0). 

g.  Rubber-trees  (Hevea  spp.)  through  Amazonas,  Para,  Marannao, 
Baia,  G-oias,  Mato  G-rosso  and  Territorio  do  Acre  on  account 

of  the  South  American  leaf  disease  (-Mothidella  ullei  P.  Henn.) 
(Ordinance  30U  dated  5/25/19U3) . 
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
